NICOSIA, March 9, 
(Reuter): Iran's Prime Mini- 
ster Mir-H ossein Mousavi 
today welcomed a Soviet 
proposal for a UN Security 
Council meeting to halt air 
and missile attacks on Iranian 
and Iraqi cities. 

“The Soviet proposal is 
positive, and if the Security 
Council does not take a decision 
it would show their ill-intentions 
towards us,” Mousavi told 
Tehran Radio. 

Criticism 

Hundreds of people have died 
since the war of the cities between 
Iraq and Iran flared up late last 
month. 

Mousavi's remarks came as 
Iran appeared to tone down its 
criticism of Moscow over the 
origin of the Iraqi missiles. 

Tehran last week accused 
Moscow of supplying missiles 
used by Iraq to attack Tehran 
and other cities, but some 
officials, including die influential 
parliamentary Speaker Ali 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani, 


later shifted the blame to Wes- 
tern powers. 

The Soviet proposal on Mon- 
day also included the appoint- 
ment of a special representative 
of the secretary-general for “firm 
and constant contact" between 
Iran, Iraq and the United 
Nations. 

“We are awaiting the details of 
the Soviet proposal. We do 
believe that a halt to attacks on 
cities, economic centres, ship- 
ping and civilian airlines can be 
raised at the council and it would 
be in the interest of all coun- 
tries." Mousavi said. 

Denied 

Iran officially protested to the 
Soviet Union last week that the 
missiles fired by Baghdad in the 
bloodiest bombardment of 
Tehran since the Gulf war started 
in 1980 were Soviet-made. 

.Moscow denied the allegation, 
but a week of heightened anti- 
Soviet propaganda in Iran cul- 
minated in attacks on the Soviet 
embassy in Tehran by angry 
demonstrators on Sunday. 


This drew strong criticism 
from the Kremlin, which said the 
action against the embassy was 
inadmissible and behind it were 
“forces whom the current nor- 
malisation of Soviet-lranian 
relations does not suit.” 

The Soviet Union acknowled- 
ged today that it had supplied 
missiles to Iraq but said the arms 
as sent did not have sufficient 
range to strike Tehran. 

Snfficient 

Senior government officials 
told a news conference in Mos- 
cow that any modernisation of 
the arms to extend their range 
would have contravened an 
accord between Moscow and 
Baghdad. 

The officials had been ques- 
tioned about Iranian charges 
that Iraq fired Soviet-made mis- 
siles at Tehran and other Iranian 
cities during an upsurge of st rikes 
against population centres by the 
two countries over the past (wo 
weeks.

isation (PLO) in Tunis last Satur- 
day. 

“It’s absolute nonsense. 1 
never saw anybody in Tunisia 
but Tunisians and Americans .... 
no Palestinians,” Waiters told 
journalists when questioned 
about the CBS television net- 
work report. 

Asked whether he had been 
approached by the PLO to hold 
talks, Walters replied: “I was not 
approached by mem at any time 
while I was in Tunisia to speak to 
them.” 

“I deny it flatly,” he added. 

“As you know, in the US you 
can't deny something if it hap- 
pened or you're in the deepest 
trouble ever.” 

The CBS report quoted senior 
PLO officials as saying Walters 
had met PLO leader at a private 
home in a seaside town near 
Tunis on Saturday. 

CBS said Walters met openly 
with Tunisian government 
officials but the details of his 
talks with the PLO leader remain 
a closely guarded secret 

The network cited PLO sour- 
ces as saying they probably dis- 
cussed how Palestinians could 
participate in any future peace 
talks. 


BAGHDAD, March 9, (Agen- 
cies): Iraq fired two more missiles 
at Tehran today and launched a 
wave of air raids on seven other 
Iranian cities, the high command 
sakL 

A communique said that in a 
six-hour period the bombing 
runs caused “extensive da mag e" 
and started fires in Iran's western 
cities of Dezful, SarpoI-e-Zahab, 
Ham, Nahavand, fCermanshah 
and Hamad an and the northern 
city of Rasht. 

Positions 

It said targets included 
artillery positions as well as other 
military sites and economic ins- 
tallations. 

Military spokesmen said Iraq 
fired two ground-to-ground mis- 
ssiles at Tehran in the evening. 

They said an Iranian rocket hit 
a residential area of Baghdad 
earlier and an Iranian jet bombed 
the Arbad area in northern Iraq. 
Civilians were killed in both 
attacks, they said. 

Iraq has now fired more than 
50 missiles at Iranian cities, most 
of them aimed at Tehran, since 
the “war of the cities" erupted on 
Feb 27. Iran has fired about 30 at 
Iraqi population centres. 

The Iraqi News Agency said 
Ir anian artillery pounded several 
towns and cities, including Basra 
in the south today. 


Iran's lma news agency said 
the Iraqi missiles hit a residential 
area of Tehran. It had no 
casualty figures, but said rescue 
workers pulled an 80-year-old 
woman alive from under the rub- 
ble. 

The Iraqi News Agency repor- 
ted that Iranian artillery poun- 
ded a number of Iraqi cities, 
including the southern port of 
Basra and A1 Amarah 80 km (50 
miles) to the north, causing des- 
truction and civilian casualties. 

Lma said Iranian jets bombed 
Iraqi positions ana armoured 
units at A1 Amarah today, inflict- 
ing heavy losses. 

The governments of India, 
Norway, Sweden, Denmark and 
Finland announced plans yester- 
day to reduce their diplomatic 
missions in Tehran or evacuate 
the families of diplomats because 
oT concern over the Iraqi missile 
attacks. 

Lri the war-tom waters of the 
Gulf, Iraq ended a three-week 
lull in shipping attacks with a 
raid on the Cypriot-flag tanker 
Felicity yesterday, shipping 
sources confirmed today. 

The sources said the 101,997- 
tonne Felicity, hit for the second 
time in six months on a shuttle 
run carrying Iranian export oil 
down the Gulf, was not badly 


damaged.

Oleandrov said the missiles 
were supplied under a military 
cooperation agreement between 
Moscow and Baghdad. 

“We fulfil our obligations," he 
said. 

He denounced attacks by both 
Iran and Iraq on civilian targets 
and added: “There are no 
measures which can ensure that 
missiles are delivered against 
military targets." 


Algeria seeks 
Arab summit 

TUNIS, March 9, (Reuter): 
Algeria has officially asked for 
an emergency Arab summit to be 
convened to discuss ways of 
backing a three-month Palestin- 
ian uprising in Israeli-occupied 
territories, Arab League officials 
said today. 

An Algerian envoy presented 
the request yesterday to Arab 
League Secretary-General 
Chadli Klibi in Tunis, they said. 

Six other Arab League mem- 
bers have informally endorsed 
the demand for the special sum- 
mit thus far: Tunisia, Sudan, 
Kuwait, Jordan, North Yemen, 
and the PLO. 

Urged 

PLO leader Yasser Arafat 
urged that an Arab League sum- 
mit be held in the first week of 
April at a meeting here with Klibi 
yesterday, the PLO news agency 
Wafa reported today. 

Arab League envoy Govis 
Maksoud informed UN 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar yesterday of the visit 
later this month of an Arab 
delegation to the UN and to 
Washington to discuss the situa- 
tion in the Middle East. 

Engine trouble

Quit, thousands ask Rajiv 


NEW DELHI, March 9, (AP): 
An opposition rally that drew 
250,000 people to New Delhi 
today demanded the ouster of 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
and his government. 

“ Rajiv must go," they chanted 
in unison after hearing a resolu- 
tion pledging to bring down the 
government. 

Police armed with guns and 
riot sticks were on alert to coun- 
ter any violence during the rally 
and a daylong strike called by 
opposition parties. 

Police spokesman Ravi Pa war 
said no violence was reported. 

The entire police force was on 
guard to ensure that there was ho 
untoward incident. Pa war said. 

New Delhi’s 35,000 police 
were aided by an estimated 5,000 
paramilitary troops from the 
Central Reserve Police force, 
according to a police officer who 


spoke on condition of anon- 
ymity. 

The rally and general strike 
were called by the right-wing, 
Hindu-dominated Bharatiya 
Janata Party and the Lok Dal, a 
rural-based party. 

Private 

Many shops closed in the cen- 
tre of the capital, but government 
offices and most private business 
offices were open. 

Police said at least 250,000 
people had gathered by after- 
noon near Parliament for the 
rally. Or^nisers put the crowd 
size at 500,000. 

“This mammoth gathering ... 
declares the Congress govern- 
ment at the centre to be anti- 
labourers, ami-fanners and anti- 
rural," said the resolution read 
out at the rally. 

It pledged to “bring an end to 


the present government,” the 
opposition said. 

The opposition has blamed 
Rajiv's administration for failing 
to hall inflation and failing to 
impose law and order in Punjab 
state, where at least 400 people 
have died in a Sikh separatist 
campaign this year. 

Lok Dal leader H. N. 
Bahuguna said the opposition's 
chances of winning parliamen- 
tary elections had improved. 

. “Our main demand is to hold 
elections. A combined opposi- 
tion is sure to win,” he sard as 
crowds converged on the rally 
site. 

- New elections are- not due 
before 1989, although Rajiv 
could call early elections. 

The rally was seen as an effort 
by the Bharatiya Janata Party 
and the Lok Dal to unite the 
fragmented opposition.

AMMAN, March 9, (Reuter): 
King Hussein returned to Jordan 
today after discussing the Iran- 
Jraq war and the new US Middle 
East peace plan with Iraqi and 
Kuwaiti leaders. 

The King, consulting Arab 
allies before replying to the peace 
plan unveiled by US Secretary of 
State George Shultz during a 
Middle East tour last week, had 
talks with HH the Amir of 
Kuwait today. 

Proposals 

The Kuwait News Agency said 
King Hussein’s talks with HH 
the Amir and other top officials 
also covered the recent escala- 
tion of the Iran-Iraq war with 
missile strikes on Tehran and 
Baghdad. 

Hussein met Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein in Baghdad 
yesterday. 

Diplomatic sources said the 


talks covered the Gulf war and 
Washington’s peace proposals, 
which call for an international 
conference, an interim period of 
Palestinian self-rule in the 
Israeli-occupied lands and direct 
Arab-Israeli peace talks. 

The United States has asked 
Jordan, Israel. Egypt and Syria 
to respond formally before 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir visits Washington from 
March 14 to 16. 

King Hussein, a staunch 
backer of Iraq in the 7-1/2-year- 
old Gulf conflict, visited Bagh- 
dad as Iran and Iraq kept up 
deadly missile strikes on each 
other's rities. 

He was accompanied by Primh 
Minister Ztid A1 Rifai, Foreign 
Minister Taber A1 MasrvAnmed - 
Forces Commander Reid Mar- 
shal Sberif Zdd Bin Shaker and 
senior court officials, Jordan’s 
official Petra news agency said.

Three shot dead 
on Martyrs’ Day 


FORT CAMPBELL, Ken lucky

OCCUPIED Jerusalem, March 
9, (Agencies): Three Arabs were 
shot to death and at least seven 
wounded today on a “Palestinian 
Martyrs’ Day" called to mark the 
three-month anniversary of the 
anti-Israel uprising in the Gaza 
Strip and West Bank. Palestinian 
sources said. 

Arab protesters clashed with 
Israeli soldiers and raised the 
Palestinian flag as the 
“intifadah,” Arabic for uprising, 
entered its fourth month. 

The West Bank and mostofthe 
Gaza Strip were paralysed by a 
general strike, and many workers 
did not go to their jobs inside 
Israel. 

In the West Bank town ofTur- 
mus Aiya, Jamil Hijazi, 19, was 
fatally mot, but it was not clear 
whether he was killed by soldiers 
or Jewish settlers, the Palestine 
Press Service said. 

In the nearby village of Silwad, 
15 miles (24 km) north of 
Jerusalem, protesters throwing 
rocks and bottles surrounded 
soldiers who battled back with 
tear gas and rubber bullets. 

Fired 

When the demonstrators did 
not retreat, a soldier fired a .22- 
calibre sniper rifle, and one youth 
was killed, an Army spokesman 
said. The Palestine Press Service 
identified the victim as Moham- 
med Fares, 18. 

In the southern West Bank city 
of Sammu, soldiers shot and 
killed Bassam A1 Badarein, 25, 
during a clash with protesters, 
the press service said. The Army 
had no immediate information 
on the incident 

In the Fara’a refugee camp 
near the West Bank city of 
• Nablus, seven people were woun- 
ded in the feet and legs by Army 
gunfire when protesters surroun- 
ded a patrol during a violent 
demonstration, the Army said. 

At least 91 Palestinians have 
been killed and hundreds woun- 
ded since the uprising began Dec 
9. 

The Turmus Aiya village is 
next to Mazra’a A1 Sharqiyeh 
where Jews from a nearby set- 
tlement were implicated in the 
killing of a Palestinian yesterday . 

The sources said at least nine 
Palestinians were taken to hosp- 


ital with gunshot wounds in 
Ramallah and Nablus after da- 
shes with troops. They said seven 
of them were shot in a riot at 
Fara'a Palestinian refugee camp. 

In the West Bank village of 
Biddu, troops arrested several 
Palestinians involved in an 
attempt to stab a soldier, the 
Army spokesman said. 

Throughout the occupied 
areas, offices closed, shops 
stayed shut and roads emptied of 
public transport as Arab 
residents went on strike to mark 
the Martyrs’ Day. 

Accepted 

IsraeU Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir successfully defeated 
attempts by the Labour Party to 
force a vote in the 10-member 
inner cabinet on a peace plan 
offered by US Secretary of State 
George Shultz. 

Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres, who has accepted the 
Shultz plan, attacked Shamir's 
refusal in a Parliament speech. 

“We might miss this historic 
opportunity, and we won't have 
an answer, sot for otzr generation 
and not for those to come, as to 
why we became afraid of peace.'' 
said Peres. “ Why did werejeetthe 
outstretched hand because of 
hn&pnaryfearsT' 

Resigned 

Swedish Foreign Minister 
Sten Andersson visited the Dhei- 
sheh Palestinian refugee camp at 
the end of a two-day visit to Israel 
and spoke to camp residents 
before crossing the Allenby 
Bridge into Jordan, 

About 40 Palestinians 
employed by Israeli authorities 
in Gaza resigned from their jobs 
today in protest against Israeli 
rule, Palestinian sources said. 

The Israeli Army has started 
using a new weapon to break up 
Palestinian demonstrations a 
“cannon” that fires gravel at 
Arabs. 

Jaw fractured 

TUNIS, March 9, (Kuna): 
Israeli soldiers forced open the 
mouth ofa Palestinian youth and 
fired a salvo of rubber bullets 
fracturing the jaw. The youth 
also lost some of his teeth, the 
Palestine news agency reported. 


Several die 
in Soviet 
hijack bid 

MOSCOW. March 9, (Reuter): 
A Soviet airstewardess and three 
passengers were killed when 
“aimed criminals" tried to hijack 
an Aeroflot airliner on an inter- 
nal flight, Tass reported today. 

The official news agency said 
most of the hijackers were killed 
in the attempt yesterday and the 
remainder had been captured. It 
did not say how many hijackers 
had been involved. 

“As a result of this terrorist 
act, a stewardess and three pas- 
sengers were also killed. Other 
people were injured. They 
received medical assistance on 
the spot,” Tass said. 

Earlier reports said only that 
there had been casualties. It was 
not dear if the dead were killed 
instantly or had died as a result of 
their injuries. 

Escape 

Tass said the attempt took 
placedurmga flight by a TU-154 
airliner on the Irkutsk-Kurgan- 
Leningrad route. It said the 
hijackers “aimed to escape 
abroad." 

It did not say where the 
attempt took place or where the 
plane finally landed. It said an 
investigation had been started. 

The TU-1 54, a standard Soviet 
medium-haul airliner, carries 
about 1 30 passengers. 

The report indicated the flight 
started in Irkutsk, near Lake 
Baikal in Siberia, and headed 
west for Leningrad with a 
stopover in Kurgan, east of the 
Urals. 

Analysts said the attempt was 
likely to have been made as the 
plane approached Leningrad, as 
this was the closest point on the 
route to the Soviet border. 


Kabul 
rejects US 
demand 

GENEVA, March 9, (Reuter): 
Afghan Foreign Minister Abdul 
Wakil said today there was no 
question of agreeing to a US 
demand that Moscow cut off 
military supplies to Kabul as part 
of an agreement to secure a 
Soviet troop withdrawal. 

Wakil, the chief Afghan 
delegate to UN talks on his coun- 
try, also ruled out discussions in 
Geneva on the formation of a 
new government. 

Pakistan and the Afghan 
guerrilla groups insist that a 
coalition replace the Soviet- 
backed Kabul regime. 

“Afghanistan has always 
received the assistance of the 
Soviet Union and it will continue 
to receive it even after the withdr- 
awal of the Soviet troops,” Wakil 
told a news conference during the 
second week of indirect talks 
with Pakistan. 

Issues 

He indicated that the issues of 
cutting off supplies from Mos- 
cow and the formation of an 
interim government were leading 
to stalemate. 

But he said he was willing to 
remain at the talks as long as it 
took to get an agreement, even 
past the March 1 5 deadline set by 
Kremlin leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev. Gorbachev said Soviet 
troops could begin withdrawing 
on May 1 5 if accord were reached 
by March 1 5 in Geneva. 

All sides, however, appeared 
to be hardening their positions as 
the talks progressed.

patrol 

Lhasa 


BEUING, March 9, (Reuter): 
Thousands of heavily armed 
policemen patrolled the centre of 
Lhasa today to deter Tibetans 
from staging further anti-Chin- 
ese demonstrations, a Western 
witness said. 

A convoy of 120 trucks, each 
carrying at least 20 men armed 
with submachine-guns, toured 
the city in a massive show of 
force, he said. 

Speaking by telephone from 
Lhasa, the man said he had heard 
persistent reports from what he 
called reliable Tibetan sources 
that as many as 16 monks had 
been killed when the security for- 
ces stormed the Johkang temple 
on Saturday to quell anti-Chm- 
ese protests. 


Sure 

“I’m sure it's true, absolutely 
sure. I'm so scared to be saying 
this," the Westerner told 
Reuters. 

The foreigner, who insisted 
that he not be identified, said 
Tibetan monks had told him that 
soldiers as well as policemen had 
attacked the temple and run 
amok after a group of young 
monks broke up the final 
ceremony of a religious festival 
by chanting pre-independence 
slogans. 

"It was the attack on the tem- 
ple that made Tibetans in the rest 
of the city join the lighting," be 
said. 


Injured 

According to official Chinese 
reports, one policeman was 
killed when he was thrown from a 
window and 309 other members 
of the security forces were 
injured. Officials have not 
released civilian casualty figures 
from Saturday's clashes. 

Foreigners returning to Beij- 
ing the day after the rioting said 
they had learned that up to nine 
people were killed, including 
three policemen. 

Several thousand Tibetans 
joined in the rioting, attacking 
police and looting shops and res- 
taurants. 

Lhasa residents said the city 
was tense but quiet on the eve of 
tomorrow's anniversary of the 
start of a mass Tibetan uprising 
against Chinese rule in 1959.

Bush trounces rivals in 16 of 17 primaries 


WASHINGTON, March ?, 
(Agencies): Vice-President 

George Bush, fighting for 
political survival only a month 
ago, today had the Republican 
presidential nomination within 
reach and his opponents in dis- 
array. 

Ronald Reagan's loyal 
lieutenant trounced his rivals in 
16 of 17 Super Tuesday 
Republican primaries — the big- 
gest suchlest in US primary elec- 
tion history — and secured two 
thirds of the delegates needed for 
his party's presidential nomina- 
tion next August. 

Fragile 

Bush seized the occasion win- 
ning Texas, Florida, Massa- 
chusetts, North Carolina, Vir- 
ginia, Georgia, Tennessee, 
Maryland, Louisiana, Alabama, 
Kentucky, Oklahoma, Missis- 
sippi, Arkansas, Rhode Island 
ana eeking out a narrow victory 
in Missouri over Dole. 

On the Democratic side, Mas- 
sachusetts Governor Michael 
Dukakis grabbed a fragile fron- 
trunner status with big wins in 
Texas and Florida. 


Butrivals Senator Albert Gore 
of Tennessee and black civil 
rights leader Jesse Jackson also 
did well and stiQ could overtake 
Dukakis, who has money and 
momentum on his side but only a 
slim margin in delegates. 

Gore's victory m five states 
and Jackson’s win in four, 
including such old segregationist 
strongholds as Mississippi and 
Virginia, cast a shadow over 
Dukakis's strong performance. 

Bush was in no doubt as to 
what his sweep mg victory meant. 

He told cheering supporters last 
night: “I am going to be the next 
President.” 


If nothing else, the 63-year-old 
Vice-President proved that in' 


politics a month can make all the 
difference. 

Needed 

On February 8, Bush stag- 
gered to a third place finish in the 
Iowa caus uses behind Kansas 
Senator Robert Dole and former 
evangelist Pat Robertson and 
grave doubts were cast oyer his 
ability to win the nomination. 

But Bush cloaked hims elf in 
’s mantle and bounced 


back, aided by his victory in the 
February 16 New Hampshire 
primary. 

ABC News said Bush, who 
promises to continue the 
“Reagan revolution,” won 599 
delegates m Super T uesday and 
now has 759 of the 1,139 
delegates needed to win the 
nomination. 

Dole has 222 and Robertson 
trailswitb 70. 

Dukakis won 386 of the 
Democratic delegates at stake in 
Super Tuesday giving him a total 
of 465 with 2,082 needed to 
secure the party's nomination at 
its July convention. 

But Gore won 367 delegates 
for a total of 378 and Jackson 
took 359 delegates for a total of 

371. 

The wide-open Democratic 
fight now turns to such northern 
industrial states as Illinois next 
week and Pennsylvania and New 
York next month. 

Many Democratic political 
experts question whether any of 
the three main contenders will go 
into the convention with enough 
delegates to win a first ballot vic- 


tory. 

They talk of the contest being 
decided by the party's power 
brokers and if that happens, 
Jackson could emerge as a king- 
maker. 

Agreed 

Republican experts agreed 
that Bush has taken a major 
stride towards securing the 
nomination and could . swiftly 
turn his party’s race into a rout 

ABC said that Dole had to win 
82 percent of the delegates still to 
be decided in order to beat Bush. 

“We are now in a setback 
stage,” said former Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig who quit 
the Republican presidential race 
to campaign for Dote. 

Dole himself admitted: “I took 
a bath” and Republican strateg- 
ist Harley Barber said: “The race 
isn't over bat Bush is so fardown 
the road to nomination that it 
will take a 180-degree turn for 
Dole to get it." 

Robertson, the right wing for- 
mer television evangelist who 
pledged to win his native South, 
fared poorly and finished third in 
most primaries. 


ABC news, however, said 
Robertson bad won the small 
Washington state contest, the 
only blemish on Bush's Super 
Tuesday record. 

Robertson credited Bush's 
victories to Reagan, who has not 
formally endorsed any can- 
didate. 

“I thin If 1 was running against 
the ghost of Ronald Reagan”, he 
said.

New York congressman Jack 
Kemp, the one-time darling of 
Republican conservatives, fini- 
shed fourth and called a news 
conference for tomorrow at 
which he was expected to drop 
out. 

Dukakis won Texas, Florida 
and his home state of Massa- 
chusetts, the top three rewards of 
the day from the standpoint of 
population, prestige and 
delegates they send to the 
Democratic convention. He also 
won Rhode Island, Idaho and 
Maryland.

Kim refuses to bow out 


SEOUL, March 9, (Reuter): 
Efforts to piece together South 
Korea’s splintered opposition 
political forces seemed to 
collapse today when Kim Dae- 
Jung refused to relinquish con- 
trol of his hard-line party. 

Kim told a press conference he 
would reject the demand of the 
rival Reunification Democratic 
Party (RDP) that hestep down as 
head of the Party for Peace and 
Democracy (PPD) as a condition 
for a merger of opposition fac- 
tions ahead of next month’s 
parliamentary election. 

“It is politically immoral and 
devoid of common sense for a 
political party to demand the 
resignation of another party 
president," Kim said. 

Ambition 

An RDP spokesman called 
Kim’s decision “a betrayal of all 
democratic forces," adding that 
the veteran dissident should dis- 
card all personal ambition to 
help pave the way for opposition 
unity. 

The PPD and the RDP, con- 
trolled by long-time rival Knn 
Young-Sam, have been squab- 
bling over strategy since before 
the Dec 16 presidential election. 


when the two Kims failed to fix 
on a single opposition standard- 
bearer. 

Their rival candidacies opened 
the way for the victory of govern- 
ment candidate Roh Tae-Woo, 
the man they had both denoun- 
ced as a carbon copy of former 
strongman President Chun Doo 
Hwan.

Troops unearth explosives 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland, 
March 9, (Agencies): Troops 
unearthed a large cache of 
explosives in N orthern Ireland as 
Roman Catholics angered by the 
slaying of three IRA guerrillas in 
Gibraltar rioted for a second 
night in Belfast, police said 
today. 

A media officer at Belfast 
police headquarters said 1,600 
pounds (725 kg) of explosives 
were found packed in plastic bags 
near a border customs post at the 
county down village of Killeen 
last night 

Buried 

The explosives were buried 
beside the main Belfast-DubUn 
road. No group claimed respon- 
sibility, out security forces 
believe the Irish Republican 
Army planned to use them to 
blow up a passing security patrol. 

Army bomb disposal experts 
removed the explosives, took 


them into a .nearby filed and 
detonated them, leaving three 
(craters. 

le road was dosed to traffic 
overnight while the work was 
going on but was reopened early 
today. 

Police said the explosives for- 
med one of the biggest bombs 
ever found in the province. 

The outlawed IRA is fighting 
to drive the British from North- 
ern Ireland. The mainly Catholic 
guerrillas want to unite the 
predominantly Protestant 
province with the overwhelmin- 
gly Catholic Irish Republic 
under socialist rule. 

Police have also found a large 
quantity of explosives in south- 
ern Spain, reinforcing the British 
government’s stand that the 
Army killing of three Irish 
guerrillas averted a devastating 
bomb attack in Gibraltar.

Ford Fiesta car parked in the 
coastal resort of Marbelia, about 
50 km (30 miles) east of Gibral- 
tar, last night 

Security forces in Gibraltar 
and along the neighbouring 
Spanish Costa del Sol bad been 
searcing since Sunday for 
explosives they believed the dead 
guerrillas had abandoned. 

The British government wel- 
comed the find of explosives, say- 
ing they were aimed at an attack 
which could have caused more 
than 100 deaths. 

• Spanish police sources said the 
five packets contained about 60 
kg (130 pounds) of explosives, 
but a British Foreign Office 
spokesman spoke of ahaul of 100 
kg (220 pounds). 

A Spanish Interior Ministry 
spokesman said the explosives 
were of the type used by the IRA, 
which is fighting to overthrow 
British rule in Northern Ireland.

BONN, March 9, (Reuter): For- 
mer West German Chancellor 
Kurt Georg Kiesinger died of 
heart failure today, officials of 
his Christian Democratic Union 
(CDU) said. He was 83. 

Kiesinger was West Ger- 
many's third post-war Chan- 
cellor, leading a grand coalition 
of CDU and Social Democrats 
from 1966 to 1969 despite a 
prolonged controversy over his 
role in Nazi Germany. 

Kiesinger, who died in the 
University Hospital in the south- 
ern town of Tuebingen, always 
denied reports that he served as a 
liaison officer for Nazi 
propaganda chief Joseph Goeb- 
bels and Foreign Minister Joa- 
chim Von Ribbentrop. 

Government officials said his 
death came as a surprise to the 
family. Kiesinger had been con- 
valescing well after a stomach 
operation late last year. 

His period as chancellor was 
marked by the student pro tests of 
1968, but also saw West Ger- 
many overcome a recession.

New rehabilitation 
scheme for prisoners 


M AJO R Saeed A 1 Saeed. the act- 
ing director of the Jails Depart- 
ment at Kuwait's Interior Minis- 
try, said the department is apply- 
ing a new reha bili tali on system at 
Kuwait's jails and prisons. 

In an interview with a Kuwaiti 
daily, Al Saeed said the 
rehabilitation system at 
Kuwait's jails attempts to q ualify 
prisoners for jobs when they 
resume their position in the com- 
munity. 

Al Saeed explained that viola- 
tions prior to 1962 were of a very 
simple nature with most of them 
due to default in payment of 
debts or failure to follow the tea- 
chings of Islam. But after the 
country's development, econ- 
omically and socially, which 
increased the workforce, crimes 
increased and the nature of the 
crimes became more extreme. 

Workshops 

Al Saeed said there were 
several workshops available to 
prisoners which include carpen- 
try, decorating, metal work, 
mechanics, printing, tailoring, 
pottery, agriculture among oth- 
ers. 

He said prisoners were assig- 
ned to workshops by a commit- 
tee made up of the head of the 
jail, a religious leader and 
rehabilitation officials.

IN an earlier article 1 spoke 
about the medical and housing 
benefits available to Kuwaitis 
and t said that the scale of these 
benefits make Kuwait the most 
generous stale in the world. 
Before I go on to look at the 
educational aspects of 
Kuwait's social policy I think it 
would be a good idea to look at 
the more impersonal aspects of 
the Kuwaiti government's 
policy. 

By ibis, I mean the enormous 
range of facilities which are 
available to everyone and for 
which no taxes are levied at all. 
For a start the last decade has 
seen extraordinary growth in 
basic public facilities such as a 
superb motorway system, 
many brand new hospitals and 
clinics in every,. area, modern 
stadiums and beautifully 
equipped sports clubs, a 
National Museum, 1 plan- 
etarium, schools, 1 technical 
colleges and a university as well ■ 
as Entertainment City and_ the 
host of other leisure amenities 
Expensive 

All of ‘.these things are 

J irovided at truly vast expense 
or the benefit of everyone, 
Kuwaitis and expatriates alike, 
directly from the government's 
oil and investment revenues. It 
is all too. easy to take these 
things for granted, to just 
accept them as. the natural 
order ofthrags.but really, the 
fact that they are provided com- 
pletely free of charge demon- 
strates the government's deter- 
mination to spread the oil 
wealth as widely as possible. 

To turn to education, gover- 
nment schools in Kuwait are 
free from kindergarten to 
university. "Even expatriates 
■ who attend government 
schools only ; pay a sura of ten

For Kuwaitis, the one salary instead oftwo, which- 


dinars a year. 

For Kuwaitis, the 
educational opportunities are 
quite simply munificent. If a 
Kuwaiti wants to study abroad 
for -a master's degree or 
doctorate he can gel a 
scholarship which will pay all of 
his fees. But that’s not alL if he 
works for Use government, the 
state will pay his salary in 
Kuwait and give him a second 
salary to live on abroad. He, or 
she, also gets free tickets to and 
from Kuwait every two years, 
and not only for himself, but 
also for his wife and children. 

The Kuwaiti government 
will also pay for his wife to take 
a higher degree at the same time 
and also it will pay all school 
fees for the children. They even 
get special allowances to buy 
books or have their theses typed 
and printed- Even if a Kuwaiti 
wants to take his first degree 
abroad and doesn't qualify for 
the full scholarship he can get 
what is called ‘study leave. ’ This 
has all of the benefits men- 
tioned above with the only dif- 


isn’t exactly a hardship by 
anyone's standards. 

Naturally, this open-handed 
policy has led a great many 
Kuwaitis to pursue their studies 
in Europe or the United Slates. 
In the past few years the num- 
ber ofKuwaitls with PhD's has 
turned from a tickle into a 
stream that will soon become a 
flood as more and more young 
people take advantage of the 
state's generosity. This raising 
of educational standards will 
inevitably accelerate the policy 
of Kuwailisaiion as nationals 
become more and more 
qualified to replace the foreign 
experts who have master-min- 
ded the transition from 
Kuwait's past to the future. By 
making it so rewarding to gain 
higher degrees and qualifica- 
tions, the government has 
ensured that an increasing 
number of their nationals will 
be able to take over eveq the 
most technologically demand- 
ingjobs. 


Before concluding this 
survey of The Generous State, 
we should also include the work 
of the Kuwait Fund. This State 
Agency exists for the sole pur- 
pose of helping less fortunate 
countries through a series of 
grants, soft loans and outright 
aid. Over thepast decade or so it 
has given literally billions of 
dinars to countries all over the 
world. Naturally enough, less 
fortunate Arab states get first 
priority, followed by Muslim 
countries, but others are hot 
excluded and places as far apart 
as Bhutan and West Africa 
have all benefitied from the 
generosity of the Kuwait Fund. 

It would be very easy for a 
wealthy and fortunate state like 
Kuwait to sit back and take no 
thought for others. That 
Kuwait refuses to do this, and 
accepts its responsibility to use 
its wealth for the benefit of as 
many people as possible is a 
clear example of an i n nate mag- 
nanimity of which every one in 
the country can be justifiably 
proud.

Time ripe for Afghan settlement

PAKISTAN has no intention of 
“pitting into another mess” over 
the Afghan issue and believes the 
time is ripe for a settlement, 
according to Zahid Saeed, Pakis- 
tan's new Ambassador to 
Kuwait 

in an interview with Arab 
Times, Saeed said: “The time is 
ripe for an Afghan settlement 
and negotiations have reached a 
crucial stage,” 

Saeed, who was ’, the Director 
General of the P akis tan foreign 
Office, has been involved with 
the negotiations on the Afghan 
problem. He said his country has 
two “fundamental objectives." 
One is the withdrawal of the 
Soviet forces from Afghanistan 
and the second is the return of the 
Afghan refugees to their 
homeland. 

Flexible 

“We want to ensure, through 
negotiations, that the two basic 
objectives are achieved,'’ he 
asserted. 

Saeed admits it is difficult to

but stressed that Pakis- 
tan is “flexible on the issue” 
“We want some assurance and 
commitment on the issue of the 


interim government as we cannot 
overlook this; and we don’t want 
to get into another mess,” he 
said: 

Under the proposed 
agreement Afghan refugees 
would be given “reasonable time 
to go back.” 

Collective 

“They (refugees) want to 
return but the war is keeping 
them away.” he claims, adding 
that in some instances, due to the 
war in Afghanistan entire tribes 
migrated to Pakistan. 

Commenting on the Iran-1 raq 
war he said Pakistan, along with 
members of the Islamic peace 


committee, has backed a 
negotiated settlement and his 
country “is prepared" to join a 
collective peace initiative at the 
right time.” 

Saeed said: “It is unfortunate 
that peace efTorts by mediators 
have failed to end the conflict 
between two Muslim countries." 

Replying to a question on Pak- 
istan's policy on the Gulf war, 
Saeed said: “Pakistan is neutral 
in this war and maintains normal 
trade relations with both the war- 
ring countries.” 

Brutality 

He said Pakistan has railway 
links with Iran. 

The railway line is used for 
trade in regular export items. 
Saeed emphasised: “There is no 
special agreement with Iran to 
provide another route or port 
facilities. 

Denouncing Israel for its 
brutality and oppression against 
the Palestinian uprising, Saeed 
said Pakistan has always suppor- 
ted Arab causes. 

Pakistan has close and friendly 
ties with Kuwait. Saeed quoted 
HH the Amir as saying that 
“relations are so good that it is 
difficult to make them better and 
that he would do his best to main- 
tain them.” 

Saeed said his government has 


asked him to work towards 
improving trade ties and balance 
trade between both countries. 
Imports from Kuwait to Pakis- 
tam are worth nearly $500 
million. Exports from Pakistan 
to Kuwait are worth a mere $50 
million. 

He said: “1 want to increase 
export of Pakistani goods to 
Kuwait” 

He said he would keep in 
“dose touch” with the Pa ki sta n i 
community in Kuwait and wifi 
encourage and participate in all 
their “positive activities.” 

He said he is considering a 
proposal to set up a common 
council for Pakistani schools in 
Kuwait to keep the educational 
standard at par with the 
Islamabad Federal Educational 
Board. He said he will work 
toward closer links between 
parents and principals and tea- 
chers at the Pakistani schools. 

Saeed, who presented his 
credentials to the Amir yester- 
day , is a barrister and an expert in 
international law. He joined the 
foreign service in 1 966 as a legal 
expert and has since then 
represented Pakistan at the 
World Court. Before taking up 
his present position he was the 
ambassador of Pakistan to Sen- 
egal.

genuine perfume 
prices for imitation is enough to 
motivate consumers to attempt 
to learn how to recognise the 
differences between the two, 
both of which are sold in Kuwait. 

A low price for perfume is an 
indication that it is an imitation. 
Shop owners say they sell gen- 
uine perfume at lower prices 
because they have lower over- 
head costs and are satisfied with 
lower profits. And since it is dif- 
ficult to tell the difference bet- 
ween the imitation perfume and 
the genuine the consumer is an 
easy victim. 

Coda number 

A perfume shop owner said 
there are things to look for when 
buying perfume. He said imita- 
tion perfumes have a weaker 
fragrance than genuine perfume. 
Lend to have a yellowish colour 
and have air bubbles when 
shaken. 

He said that some perfume 
companies place a specific com- 


puterised code number on per- 
fumes bottles to identify their 
authenticity, which is very dif- 
ficult for manufacturers to 
imitate. Most imitations are 
manufactured in East Asian 
countries. 

There are times when you will 
find low prices on genuine per- 
fumes, one shop owner said, for 
example, when they are trying to 
get rid of old stock. 

Some genuine Arabian per- 
fumes are manufactured in 
K uwait which compete well with 
international brands.

Three new industrial 


areas to be completed 


KUWAIT Municipality com- 
pleted a project to establish three 
industrial areas in Shidadiya, 
Finaitees and south Amghara 
areas, the project director Nizar 
Al Anjiri said. He added that 
these areas were intended to 
provide a second source of 
income as well as an effort to 
achieve further self-sufficiency 
for the country’. 

Al Anjiri said the land in these 
areas, owned by the government, 
will be sold at the following rates: 
KD70,000 for each hectare used 
for light industries. KD 50,000 
for each hectare used for heavy- 
industries and KD35.000 for 
each hectare used for storage 


purposes. 

He added that the Mun- 
icipality had allocated 7350 hec- 
tares in the Shidadiya area for 
light industries, 1 330 hectares in 
Finaitees for crafts and small 
industries, 2,980 in south Amgh- 
ara for storage, 2 r 250 hectares for 
high-risk industries and 19,500 
for heavy industries and storage. 

The plans for these areas were 
made after the climate, traffic, 
car parking, public services and 
other factors were taken into 
consideration. 

He explained that the 
Shidadiya industrial area was 
recommended for industries that 
are sensitive to pollution such as 


foodstuffs, drugs, medical and 
scientific equipment. Industries 
involving the manufacturing of 
furniture, electrical appliances, 
shoes, clothes and paper 
products are also designated for 

this area. 

Al Anjiri said the Finaitees 
industrial area is expected to 
include 1 9 hectares for industries 
specialising in the manufacturing 
of furniture, dairy products, car 
maintenance and bakeries. 

South Amghara industrial 
area will cover 90 hectares and 
specialises in storage areas with 
an additional 42 hectares for 
explosives, poisonous and 
radioactive materials.

Other factors 
examined were the topography 
of the sea bed, tidal and climatic 
changes and the feeding habits of 
the various fish varieties.

The staff level increased from 
798 to 855 by the end of February 
1988, it said.

Compared 
with the gargantuan spread 
served in the A1 Hambra res- 
taurant of the same hotel (for 
KD' 5-500 excluding drinks), 
the coffee shop buffet is a very 
modest affair. There is a small 


hamour with Gulf prawns;

vegetable stew or lasagne. To 
accompany these one could 
choose rice with green and red 
peppers, cauliflower cheese and 
samboosa.

surroundings. In fact this cafe 
has the appearance of public 
baths converted into an eatery 
by an unskilled do-it-yourself 
enthusiast, adorned as it is with 
ceramic tiles in various pat- 
terns, numerous wash-hand 
basins, and an elaborately visi- 
ble plumbing system. People 
over S' 8" are advised not to eat 
in the upstairs family section 
unless they're trying to lose a 
few inches. All of this is unim- 
portant, however, as once the 
food arrives the surroundings 
are quickly forgotten. 

Both the Peas Pilau (400 fils) 
and Mutton Biriani (600 fils) 
would have made a meal in 
themselves, consisting of 
the lightest Basmati rice 
delicately seasoned with saf- 
fron, cardamom, spices and 
springs of coriander.

Symbol of Arab-lsraeli distrust 


Keeping peace in 
demilitarised zone 


By John Fullerton 

QUNAYTRA, Syria, (Reuter): 
Lieutenant Abdullah Sleiman of 
the Syrian Army is at war with the 
two Israeli soldiers 100 metres 
(yards) away, his only weapon a 
pair of elderly binoculars. 

Between the protagonists lies 
United Nations disengagement 
position number 28, a huddle of 
white-painted huts and 
barricades manned by young 
Austrians in blue berets, equip- 
ped with Steyr rifles and dogs, 
trained to sniff out explosives. 

The two Israelis, probably 
reservists like Sleiman, shelter 
from the bitter wind in their own 
guardroom. A taunting sign 
reads: “Welcome to Israel." 

To the south, Sleiman's post' 
faces a deceptively peaceful, 
grassy Held dominated by a ridge 
lopped by an array of advanced 
Israeli electronic listening gear 
and bunkers. 

Inches under the grass lie 
mines planted by Israeli and 
Syrian forces during the October 
1973 Middle East war, when 
armoured battles surged around 
this rolling plain now Uttered, 
with boulders and the wrecks of 
burned-out tanks. 

“Only a few weeks ago a 17- 
year-old Syrian stepped on a 
jumping mine, and it sheared off 
the top of his head," said an 
Austrian officer in the UN 
peacekeeping force. 


The device is designed to leap 
two metres (six feet) into the air 
before exploding in a Spray of 
steel fragments. 

Syria is still at war with Israel . 
but they are kept from each oth- - 
er’s throats by a 1974 ceasefire 1 
pact that must be renewed every 
sfx months. . ! ; — . — 

i Occasionally, the UN sejidiere ' 
say, the two sides test each other's 
responses. 

Israeli jets have dropped out of 
the mist swirling around the 
Golan Heights. The huge line of 
peaks to tne west are streaked 
with snow at this time of year. 

*’I remember they came in 
low," said one UN soldier. “They 
climbed vertically over Qunaytra 
and left." Syrian Sukhoi jets have 
done much the same thing, in the 
other direction. 

Qunaytra district is Syrian- 
held but demilitarised territory 
with Israeli positions visible on 
three sides. 


The homes and shops of Qun- 
aytra town have been destroyed . 
not in battle but in deliberate 
demolition by IsraeU bulldozers 
and dynamite. 

The only sound is the wind 
buffeting trees and bushes which 
sprout from the ruined homes of 
53.000 Arabs. 

On a hilltop at the town's edge, 
a military hospital provides a 
good view. It is a favourite haunt 
of Iranian tourists who clamber 
up the bullet-scarred staircase. 

The town, which lies on the 
crossroads leading to Beirut to 
the west, Damascus to the north 
and Israel to the south, was seized 
along with th rest of the Golan 
Heights in 1 987. 

Syria insists that the Heights 
must be handed back as part of 
' any comprehensive settlement of 
the Arab-lsraeli dispute. 

Qunaytra's symbolism goes 
further than that. The Syrian 
sense of having one's back to the 
wall, of facing powerful enemies 
on all sides, can be traced back j 
thousands of years. 

The area now known as Syria 
has been attacked, interfered 
with or ruled by outsiders since 
ancient times. Seleucids, Greeks, 
Romans, Persians, Turks and 
finally French have all held sway. 

Rejects 

Damascus rejects what it calls 
Washington's partial solutions 
to the Middle East issue — 
proposals for limited Palestinian 
autonomy in the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

A tour of Qunaytra’s streets 
shows the extent of the destruc- 
tion. 

Qunaytra was empty save for a 
handful of families by the time 
. warerupted in October 1973 with 
Egyptian President Anwar 
‘ Sadat's assault across the Suez 
-Camtl. Once again; Golan yrasg

Disengagement terms were 
agreed on June 26, 1974. 

But before handing back Qun- 
aytra under the terms of the 
ceasefire, IsraeU bulldozers went 
to work. 

"In about two weeks bull- 
dozers smashed the concrete 
buildings and the Israelis dyn- 
amited the stronger structures 
built- of basalt," said Syrian 
official Musa Haza’a. 

Umm Ismael, 80, is one of the 
few people who refuse to leave 
Qunaytra for new homes nearby. 

"My house is gone but I stay 
with my memories," she said. 


Tibetan nationalists 
play to world stage

BEIJING, (AP): The renewed 
use of violent tactics by Tibetans 
seeking independence reflects 
their willingness to accept puni- 
shment by tne Chinese in order to 
draw foreign attention to their 
cause. 

Yet, Tibet’s fewer than. ,2, 
million people lack the numbers, 
organisation and equipment to 
mount aiiy kind of serious 
independence movement for the 
land swallowed by the Chinese 
communist giant in 1950. 

Several hundred thousand 
Chinese soldiers and special 
police are garrisoned in the 
strategic region abutting a 
sometimes hostile India and the 
Himalayan states of Bhutan and 
Nepal. Military and poUce ins- 
tallations occupy large chunks of 
the mile-high capital city of 
Lhasa 

No- outside power disputes 
China’s claim to TibeL when 
Tibetans led by Buddhist monks 
held a series of protests in Sep- 
tember and October, Chinese 
troops crushed them inexorably. 

A terse official report 
indicated police also moved in 
force to put down Saturday's 
protest, in which an undisclosed 
number of Tibetans attacked a 
police station, beat up police and 
burned their vehicles. Western 
sources said three to nine people 
were killed. - " 

Condemned 

Last years protests, including 
one in which rock-throwing 
Tibetans faced gun-toting police, 
prompted outcries from inter- 
national human rights groups. 
Several US- Congressmen also 
condemned China's actions in 
the demonstrations, which left at 
least 14 people dead. 

The US Senate passed a non- 
binding resolution urging 
President Reagan to press Beij- 
ing to improve its human rights 


. record in Tibet. 

The Congressmen’s comments 
and senate actions angered Beij- 
ing and encouraged many 
Tibetans. 

"We are friends," one Tibetan 
told an American in Lhasa in late 
February. "The United States 
helps the Dalai Lama,” he said, 
referring to Tibet's exiled 
.. religious and civil leader who has 
become a symbol of Tibetan 
nationalism. 

Others echoed his views, per- 
haps failing to understand that 
support from individual US 
Congressmen does hot 
automatically translate into US 
government support. 

Meet 

Congressmen are expected to 
meet this week with Chinese 
Foreign Minister Wu Xueqian, 
who is on a weeklong US trip, 
and the latest violence is likely to 
appear on the agenda. 

Tibetans seek neither US 
money nor Stinger missiles, but 
support for their claim to 
independence and help, in 
promoting their case before the 
United Nations. 

However, the ua state Depar- 
tment has made it clear that it 
does not dispute China’s claim to 
sovereignty over Tibet, although 
it issued a statement in October 
deploring human rights viola- 
tions there. 

Many Tibetans believe their 
case is self-evident and express 
puzzlement at the lack of world 
recognition. 

“The Chinese say we are one 
country. But one co untry hasone 
flag," a 20-year-old monk told a 
visitor. “We have a different flag, 
different food, different speech." 

Thesharpest conflicts between 
Tibetans and Chinese have been 
oyer religion, in part because 
civil and religious affairs his- 
torically were mingled in Tibet. 
Its monks were its rulers, and its 
Lamaist sect of Buddhism was a 
key element of national identity.

50th anniversary of annexation by Nazi Germany 

Shadows of the past 
catch up with Austria

VIENNA, (Reuter): Austria this 
week marks the 50th anniversary 
of its annexation by Nazi Ger- 
many, an event likely to raise 
more awkward questions in a 
country still wrestling with con- 
troversy over President Kurt 
Waldhejm’s wartime role. 

“Shadows of the past we had 
thought long overcome have 
caught up with us,’’* Austrian 
chancellor Franz Vranitzky said 
recently. 

"We must concentrate on this 
commemoration not only on 
March 1 1 . 1 938, but analyse with 
integrity how it came about, and 
what role we played in the follow- 
ing years." 

The anniversary marks theday 
when conservative chancellor 
Kurt Schuschnigg was forced by 
Adolf Hiller — the Austrian- 
born dicta tor of Nazi Germany : 
to resign, with the last words 
“may God proiecL Austria", 
paving the way for German 
troops to enter Austria the next 
day. 

On March 13, 1938, the so- 
called “anschluss" (annexation) 
law, which began: “Austria is a 
province of the German reich,” 
was passed b> the German gover- 
nment. 

For seven years, until the end 


of World War II, Austria as such 
passed from the map and out of 
history. It was ; known as Ost- 
mark, later even that name was 
dropped and the country was 
administered as just a collection 
of “gaue”, or districts. 

This year the anniversary is 
receiving extraordinary atten- 
tion because of the controversy 
that flared over allegations that 
Waldheim had been involved in 
war crimes while serving with 
Hitler’s Army in the Balkans. 

Waldheim, after first failing to 
mention his war service in official 
biographies, argued he had only 
been doing his duty as a junior 
officer, and to have resisted 
would have meant death. 

An international historians’ 
commission convened to 'inves- 
tigate his past found that he had 
known about and in some cases 
eased the way for war crimes, but 
it left open the question of his - 
persona] guilt. 

Cancelled 

While Waldheim maintained 
the commission's report had 
cleared him and. pledged to stay 
on as head of state, the con- 
troversy over his past has contin- 
ued to rage. 

An anniversary speech he was 
to have given to parliament had 
to be dropped because of opposi- 
tion from deputies. An alter- 


native plan to address {govern- 
ment leaders and parliamen- 
tarians in the Hofburg Palace 
also had to be cancelled after two 
ministers threatened to boycott 
the event. 

Even so, demonstrators plan 
to show their opposition to Wal- 
dheim's mere presence at the 
ceremony by throwing a human 
chain around the Hofburg dur- 
ing it. 

For many people both inside 
and outside Austria, however, 
the issue is not just the past of one 
man, but of the whole country, 
and whether its people have 
come to terms with it. 

Marriage 

The London Independent 
newspaper put it thus: "A man 
who likes to forget his wartime 
past at the head of a people now 
confronted with their own." 

Many commentators see a 
major problem in the decision of 
the victorious Allies after the war 
to declare Austria the first victim 
of the Nazis — in spile of the fact 
that a large section of the popula- 
tion welcomed Hitler's annexa- 
tion of his native country.

Efforts to keep 
Lebanon running

BEIRUT. (Reuter): Fearing that 
civil strife in Lebanon might dis- 
rupt its Middle East peace drive, 
the United States is mediating 
between the country's warring 
factions to pave the way for 
smooth Lebanese presidential 
elections. 

Diplomats and political 
analysts said Washington sought 
to revive its role in the fractured 
country and was determined to 
see a new head of state who could 
keep the country running. 

“The breakdown in central 
authority has made this country 
a haven for anarchy which forms 
a menace to America. The US 
wants to see normality back, but 
with the complicated Lebanese 
problems that might not be fully 
possible," one diplomat said. 

“The Americans see a scenario 
in which events in Lebanon can 
trigger war between Syria and 
Israel and they see Lebanon us g 
refuge for r^lutignajfes 
could disrupt any peace cyjprts in 
the Middle East, he added. 

President Amin Gemayel a 
47-year-old Maronite Christian, 
ends his six-year term in Septem- 
ber as president of Lebanon, 
where Israelis, Palestinians, 
Iranians and Syrians and their 
local allies battle for control. 

Visits to Damascus and Beirut , 
in the past week by American 
officials were the first open 
moves by Washington since 
1983, when Syria blocked a US- 
backed Lebanese-Israeli troop 
withdrawal pact, diminishing 
US influence in the country. 

Undersecretary of State 
Richard Murphy and April 
Glaspic. a department aide, have 
been carrying proposals for 
political reforms from Gemayel 
to Syrian President Hafez A1 
Assad. 


In a text of the proposals publi- 
shed in the leftist As Safir news- 
paper, Gemayel suggested a 12- 
year period for the distribution 
of posts on the basis of religion to 
be abolished from the Lebanese’ 
political system, formed 45 years

Syria's Muslim allies in 
Lebanon say Christians are now 
in a minority and have' rejected 
the plan, saying they want to 
overturn tne system 
immediately. 

'"GeinayePs proposals did not 
give anything .new to the 
Muslims or to Syria. He is at the 
end of his term so he will not 
make concessions," a Muslim 
politician said. 

He said Gemayel's proposals 
followed “American pressure.” 
Muslims are ready to accept 
that the president be a Christian 
but demand access to all govern- 
ment posts saying the current 
power balance is unfair.

Greek-Turkish thaw may 
help solve Cyprus problem

ANKARA, (Reuter); Turkey’s 
rapprochement with Greece has 
opened the way for possible new 
moves on the problem of divided 
Cyprus and enhanced Ankara's 
standing with the European 
Economic Community (EEC), 
political analysts said on Sunday. 

But some also cautioned that 
there was a long way to go before 
Prime Minister Turgut Ozal’s 
diplomatic campaign, would bear 
fruit. 

Ozai, who returned this week- 
end from his second meetingwitb 
Greek Prime Minister Andreas 
Papandreou in five weeks, has 
also tried to reduce tensions with 
neighbours Bulgaria and Iran. 

"A remarkable five weeks,’’ 
said one senior Western 
diplomat. “Ozal is pragmatic 
and what has happened is part of 
a pattern. We must wait for 
results. Anything is possible.” 

The Turkish press has gen-, 
erally viewed Ozal's initiatives 
with guarded optimism tinged 
with some scepticism. 

Critics, including some Turk- 
ish parliamentrians. accuse him 
of devoting too much time to 
foreign policy and shying away 
from worsening domestic 
problems. 

Appeasement 

“Ozal seems to be trying to 
solve foreign policy problems 
with appeasement to create a 
peaceful belt around Turkey so 
that he can then turn to the econ- 
omy," professor Fahir 
Armaoglu. a columnist with the 
conservative daily Tercuman, 
told Reuters.

SJOGREN’S SYNDROME: 

A CONNECTIVE TISSUE DISEASE 


QUESTION: A friend tells me her doctor 
diagnosed her as suffering from “Sjogren’s 
syndrome." I never heard of this condition. 

What can you tell me about it? 

Answer: If your friend suffers from per-- 
petuaily dry eyes, or a dry mouth, she is 
indeed a victim of this unusual syndrome. 
Sjogren s syndrome is, after rheumatoid 1 
arthritis, the most common disease of the 
connective tissues. It either occurs on its'own 
in specific and well-defined rheumatic dis- ' 
ease such as rheumatoid arthritis orsystemic 

lupus erythematosus. 

The condition is caused by lymphocytes 
and antibodies from the bloodstream infil- • 
trating the glands that produce tears' and 
saliva and in effect drying them up. Loss of 
tears is known asxerophthaimia.andIackof * 
salivation is called xerostomia. In tandem, 
the two are referred to as the “sicca com- 
plex." (Other condition may cause this com - 
plex, includingaging and drug use.) 

Women sufferers of the syndrome out- 
number men by nine to one. While the 
condition usually occurs in the individual’s 
50s, it may develop during adolescence or 
early adidthood. The syndrome is more 
readily diagnosed in its secondary form, ' 
where the presence of a recognisable 


rheumatoid condition helps tip off doctors 
to its presence.- In its primary form, it may 
.come-and'go and be hard to pinpoint 

As you can imagine, lacking the ability to 
shed tears or produce saliva can lead to more 
thanasmallamount of discomfort The eyes 
may be subject to gritty or filmy sensation 
from real or imagined foreign particles, as 
well as to general eye fatigue. As the xeroph- 
thalmia develops, erosions and ulcerations 
candevelop in the surfaceof the unprotected 

■ eye. 

A dry mouth can lead to a sense ofbuming 

discomfort and a decreased ability to chew 
and swallow food. The tongue and lips can 
develop fissures, while the senseof taste and 
smell can diminish or vanish entirely. The 

■ dryness aslo can spread to nose and throat, 
compounding the discomfort experienced 

all this in addition to a variety of other 
pains and aches that may occur in connec- 
tion with the syndrome. 

In primary cases of the syndrome, 
artificial tea rs can help minimise the discom- 
fort of xerophtiialmia; diving goggles are 
even worn at nigjhi to help retain eye mois- 
ture. Xerostomia is easier to treat by increas- 
ing the intake of fluids and using saliva 
substitutes. The level of humidity in the 


sufferer’s home can be increased via a 
humidifier. 

In cases of secondary Sjogren's syndrome, 
tile main line of atrack is to treat the specific 
disease Lhe syndrome accompanies.

Special pricing committee urged to act 


Opec faces price or output cut 


JAKARTA, March 9, (Reuter): 
Opec will have to cut production 
or abandon its $18 reference 
price and should have a clear idea 
of what to do before convening a 
special pricing committee, 
Indonesian Energy Minister 
Subroto says. 

He told reporters today that if 
the five-member ministerial 
commiueeof the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
met and failed to take action to 
stem falling oil prices, the market 
would fall even lower. 

“Indonesia has agreed that 
such a meeting be held, but first 
there should be preliminary talks 
among the ministers,’' Subroto 
stated. The committee, which is 
empowered to call an emergency 
meeting of the 13-member 


organisation, is composed of 
Indonesia, Saudi Arabia, 
Algeria, Nigeria and Venezuela. 

Subroto said although Opec 
was now sticking to quotas, 
members faced the choice of 
either cutting prices or reducing 
production further given the 
present glutted market, which he 
blamed partly on high non-Opec 
production. 

Measures 

Pressure has mounted for the 
special pricing committee to con- 
vene to consider action in the face 
of oil prices four dollars below 
Opec's $1 8 reference price. 

Committee member Ven- 
ezuela has called for a meeting. 

“With this situation we have to 
discuss the measures we're going 


to take, whether we're going to 
maintain the $ 1 8 price despite the 
weak market," Subroto said. 
"With no buyers, production has 
to be cut, not by the decision (of 
the oil ministers) but because it 
was forced by the market situa- 
tion. 

“The second problem is are we 
going to maintain our (produc- 
tion) volume, but at the same 
time allow the price to go down 
below the 51 8 reference price? 

“The market situation in the 
first and second quarters is 
usually weak. But later, in the 
third and fourth quarters, near- 
ing winter, demand usually 
increases. Well, this all should 
first be agreed upon before we 
meet." 

Asked whether the meeting 


would likely be held at the end of 
this month, Subroto answered: 
“It’s not yet certain.” But he said 
Indonesia had received Ven- 
ezuela's invitation to attend a 
meeting of the Opec pricing com- 
mittee. 

Step 

“But before holding the meet- 
ing it's better for the five oil mini- 
sters to think of a common step 
they are going to take to over- 
come the present problem,” 
Subroto saia. 

“tf we have not yet reached a 
consensus and later the oil mini- 
sters have differences of opin- 
ions. the danger is that the oil 
market will become unstable. 
For example, there will be news 
reports saying ’five oil ministers 


cannot reach agreement’ and 
that can weaken the market." 

The Qatar News Agency 
reported yesterday that Saudi 
Arabia also wanted to hold 
preliminary talks before conven- 
ing a pricing committee meeting. 

Asked if he would attend the 
meeting if it was held, Subroto 
said it was up to the Indonesian 
president, who is due to 
announce a new cabinet this 
month. 

Production 

He said the market had weak- 
ened because of the mfld winder 
in the northern hemisphere and 
high production by non-Opec 
countries. 

“At present Opec members are 
sticking to their quotas," he 
stated.

Dollar’s future is troubling some analysts 


NEWYORK, March 9: Remem- 
ber only a few months ago when 
investors trembled at the prosp- 
ect of the US dollar again falling 
precipitously? Common wisdom 
was that a free-falling dollar — 
caused, say, by another unexpec- 
ted worsening of the US trade 
deficit — would clobber both 
stocks and bonds, according to 
Wall Street JoumaL 
Today, in their frenzy to iden- 
tify the next lucrative takeover 
target and after two months of an 
apparently narrowing trade 
deficit, few US equity investors 
or analysts seem to be giving the 
currently stable dollar much 
thought. . . 

One of the few who is thinking 
about the dollar is Charles 
Taylor, the British-born vice- 
president for international econ- 
omics in Prudentiai-Bache 
Securities’ Washington office. 
And be isn’t thinking happy 
thoughts. 

Crisis 

In two recent reports to 
Pnidenrial-Bache clients, Taylor 
asserted that the US is vulnerable 
to a currency crisis. “The worst is 

yet to come,” he concluded. 

“The basic problem b that as 
long as domestic demand 
remains strongin the US, there is 
a good chance that we will have a 
disappointing trade number” 
sooner or later, he said. 

That in turn, could cause real 
trouble for thedottar. “Thesligh- 
test whiff of a setback to the 
trade-adjustment process con- 
tains the potential for a severe 
shock to the currency.” 

That shock would soon nit the 
stock market. The falling dollar 
would almost certainly force the

Federal Reserve Board to defend 
the dollar, he says, probably by 
clamping down on money-sup- 
ply growth and driving up 
interest rates.

If US investor are too short- 
sighted to appreciate the poten- 
tial problems in this scenario, 
Taylor said,, foreign investors 
certainly aren’t. 

“There’s been a split in world- 
wide investor sentiment, with 
domestic investors forgetting 
about the dollar but foreign’ 
investors continuing to wony," 
said Taylor. He pointed out that 
the two camps are interpreting 
the same economic data differen- 
tly. 

“To the domestic investor the 
cup is half full. 

He sees domestic and export 


demand in the US strong and is 
looking for well-balanced 
growth,” he said. 

“To foreign investors the cup 
looks halfempty because they see 
a continuing demard for 
imports.” 

Taylor also thinks a currency 
crisis would hurt the US and 
world economies more today 
than previously. 

The last bad currency crunch 
in the US occurred between 1978 
and 1980. 

In the earlier period the US 
was anet creditor today it is a net 
debtor, heavily dependent on 
foreign investment. 

Today's trade deficit is three 
times larger than it was in 1978- 
80, as measured against the gross 
national product 

And with the US now absorb- 
ing 22 per cent of the exports of 
the Organisation of Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
countries, up from 14 per cent in 
1978-80, the world economy is 
more vulnerable to US business 


cycles than it was before, he 
argues. 

“American fiscal policy is an 
oxymoron,” he said, citing the 
feeble results of the govern- 
ment’s efforts last year to reduce 
the US budget deficit. 

“Certainly, on the policy 
front, the adjustments to date 
Lackmuch credibility." Hepoints 
out that Britain’s sterling crisis of 
1975 and 1976 ended only after 
the British government adopted 
budget cuts and tax increases. 

Confidence 

However, he gives Federal 
Reserve Board chairman Alan 
Greenspan a tentative vote of 
confidence.

“This is not a big deal,” a US official said, “lhe Soviets are 
waiting on some people to be appointed to places in government 
and to give them tides.” The bead of the Soviet delegation to the 
grain negotiations, former Deputy Minister of Foreign Trade 
U.N. Chumakov, may be waiting to receive a new government 
tide before heading for the talks, a US official said. 

The talks might be resch edul ed to begin next week, and a new 
starting date and possibly a new venne could be announced later 
tonight, US sources said. 

The Reagan administration announced last Thursday tint 
negotiations on a new long-term grains agreement, which would 
replace one that expires on September 30, were set to begin on 
March 11 in Vienna. 

Trade in wheat, corn, soybeans and soybean products between 
the United States and Soviet Union has been guided by two 
s e par ate agreements for the last 12 yeans. US officials said the 
delay in the new talks probably was not related to Moscow’s 
decision last week to postpone until April 2 meetings of US and 
Soviet g o vernment and business officials originally set to begin 
next week. 

They also said there was no reason tobefieve ethnic protests in 
the Anneman and Azerbaijan Soviet Republics bad anything to 
do with tbe delay.

Poor cereal harvests will

ROME, March 9, (Renter): The United Nations Food and 
Agriculture Organisation (FAO) said today poor cereal harvests 
in 1987 wBl seriously reduce world food stocks. “The abundant 
safety margins for global food security of recent years are 
expected to narrow daring 1988 doe to a predicted 14 per cent 
redaction in world cereal stocks,” FAO said in its latest World 
Food Outlook bulletin. The Rome-based agency said world cereal 
production was less than consumption for the first time in four 
years and accannlated stocks were likely to ran down sharply in 
1987-88. “At the projected level, world carryover stocks at the 
end of 1987-88 period would stiD remain above the level FAO 
considers necessary to safeguard global food security but the 
safety margin is shrinking,” the agency warned. FAO said rice 
stocks were expected to foil by 16 mOfion tomes to 34 million, the 
lowest level in a decade, and export prices had risen by 45 per cent 
over a year ago. Wheat stocks had foiled to their lowest level in 
fonr years with export prices up by 14 per cent on a year ago. 

1988 cereal crop prospects were favourable although much 
depended on spring plantings and the weather. 

FAO said if the 1988 season was nafovouraUe in major 
producing regions then the ration of stocks to consnmptiofl would

K.D90 million of the 210 
million was in new T reasury bills 
which were allotted at an average 
price of 98.981 per cent for an 
average yield of 4.087 per cent, 
the Baulk said. 

The bank paid 1 /2 per cent for 
one-week funds and 1 1/2 per 
cent for two- week but the 
intervention did not stop rates 
from sliding. 

Quiet 

One-month dealt at 3 3/8 per 
cent from between 3 3/4 and four 
per cent on Tuesday. In fairly 
active trading; the fixed periods 
fell up to 3/8 point to 3 1 /4, three 
percent for the one-month, 3 3/4, 
1 12 per cent for the two month, 4 
1/8, 3 7/8 per cent for the three- 
month, 4 3/4, 3/8 per rent for the 
six-month and 5 1/8, 4 3/4 per 
cent for the one-year.

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposits fell by up to 5/16 
point yesterday in a very liquid 
and one-way market as traders 
unloaded excess funds at the 
short end. 

Dealers said they had given up 
waiting for a forthcoming Saudi 
government bond issue, initially 
expected this month. 

“It was like a roller coaster. 
Eveiyone is long and offering 
funds,” one dealer said. 

' Expectations 

Long-term maturities eased 
only slightly, with traders 
remaining keen to hold them 
amid expectations rates will ren- 
bound after up to 30 billion riyals 
worth of the bonds are issued. 

They earlier built up long riyal 
positions to xver themselves 
ahead of theprogramme but now 
believe it wifi be delayed at least 
until the end of March. 

Spot-next funds fell to3 3/4, 1/ 
4 per cent while three-months 
eased to 6 3/4, 5/8. Six-months 
eased to 7 1/8, seven per cent 
from 7 3/16, 1/8 while one-year 
was little changed at 7 3/8, J/4.

MOSCOW, March 9, (Kuna); A 
■ programme for cooperation bet- 
ween the Soviet Union and 
Kuwait in the petroleum indus- 
try will become the main topic of 
discussion at the forthcoming 
meeting of the two countries’ 
specialists. 

Tass news agency today repor- 
ted that a Soviet delegation will 
visit Kuwait this month to dis- 
cuss with its Kuwaiti partners for 
an exchange of experience in the 
field of seismic prospecting foroil 
deposits and the production of 
heavy oil.

omic relations quoted by Tass. 

Contacts 

These envisage the develop- 
ment of business contacts in the 
field of pipeline transportation 
and health care. They will also 
discuss possibilities for Kuwaiti 
firms’ participation in financing 
various industrial projects in the 
Soviet Union aim other coun- 
tries. 

The Soviet news agency said

connected with expansion ofbar-

It added that a tendency 
towards an increase in reciprocal 
goods turnover began to show in 
recent years. Reciprocal trade 
indudes the delivery of machines 
and equipment as well as oil and 
other raw materials. 

Cooperation 

Interbank cooperation may 
become yet another direction for 
the development of contacts bet- 
ween the Soviet Union and 
Kuwait, it noted. 

An important role in develop- 
ing bilateral contacts will belong 
to a Soviet-Kuwaiti Commission 
for Economic and Technical 
Cooperation. An agreement on 
settingup such a commission was 
signed last year during the visit of 
Kuwait's Oil Minister Sheikh Ali 
A1 Khalifa to Soviet Union.

Cairo heading for another exchange crisis 


CAIRO, March 9, (Reuter): 
Debt rescheduling talks between 
Egypt and a series ofkey Western 
creditors have run into deadlock, 
raising fears President Hosui 
Mubarak's government is head- 
ing for another foreign exchange 
crisis. 

Western diplomats and bank- 
ers say failure to seal agreement 
to stretch out loan repayments 
will jeopardise a key plank in 
Cairo’s strategy of reducing the 
burden of an estimated $43.9 
billion in foreign debt, the second 
largest in the Arab world. 

“It looked as though Egypt 
had won a vital breathing spacx 
on its foreign debt,” said one 
senior banker. “But it is begin- 
ning to look likeit is squandering 
the chance." 


Step 


Egypt took a major step 
towards reforming its subsidy- 
ridden economy last May when it 
agreed with the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) a $325 
milli on credit deal which opened 
the door for a desperately needed 
10-year rescheduling of debt to 
Western governments. 

But diplomats say the IMF 


progr amm e has run into an 
impasse as economic targets are 
missed. A fund team headed by 
Middle East director Abdel- 
Shakour Shaalan is due in Cairo 
at the end of this week for new 
talks. 

And the framework accord to 
reschedule debt with 18 govern- 
ments grouped under the Paris 
Gub of creditors has been only a 
partial success, with just five 
major countries — including the 
United States and France — so 
far agreeing detailed terms for 
less than half the 512 billion of 
loans at stake. 

Scheme 

Diplomats said that was hold- 
ing up an extra $500 million of 
World Bank credits to Egypt and 
blocking the flow of new Western 
government loans and trade 
guarantees. 

A long-promised scheme to 
clear up an estimated $240 
milli on of arrears on supplier 
credits made by banks to state- 
owned companies has also been 
held up, while bankerscoraplain 
the government has yet to tackle 
the problem of up to $4 billion in 
arrears owed by the private sec- 


tor. 


The rescheduling strategy is 
crucial to preserve Egypt’s scarce 
hard currency for essential com- 
modities. Assuming all Paris 
Gub negotiations can be con- 
cluded, bankers calculate debt 
repayments this year will fall to 
$2.4 billion from 2.6 billion in 
1987. 

Rates 


But Egypt’s huge debt, second 
among Arab states to Iraq, has 
become embroiled in world 
politics as Mubarak — well 
aware harsh economic measures 
have led to rioting in the past — 
pleads that Cairo deserves len- 
ient treatment from its Western 
allies. 

And diplomats say it is exactly 
on this point the series of negotia- 
tions on Paris Club debt have run 
into deadlock. Leading the camp 
arguing that Egypt’s key role in 
Middle East politics makes it 
worthy of “special case” treat- 
ment are Washington and Paris. 

The European Economic 
Community Commissioner for 
Mediterranean relations, Claude 
Cheysson, also told reporters in 
Cairo earlier this week: “There is 


a limit to what you can impose on 
the (Egyptian) people.” 

The French government has 
already agreed to reschedule 10 
billion francs ($1.75 billion of 
debt falling due up to June 30. 
1988 at a rate of just 7/20 percen- 
tage points over London Inter- 
bank Offered Rates (Libor), a 
commonly used reference level 
forinternatinoal interest rates. 

Washington settled on a mar- 
gin of9/20 Tor $1.7 billion of debt 
while bankers say deals with 
Spain for $430 million. West 
Germany for 500 milli on and 
Austriafor 190 million have been 
agreed on favourable terms. 

But other nations, including 
Britain, Australia, Canada, 
Sweden and Norway, havedugin 
their heels, baulking at the 
French interest rate concession 
anddemandingCairo pay at least 
1/2 point interest margin — more 
in line with other country res- 
chedulings. 

“It was made very dear to 
Egypt at the Paris Gub last year 
that debt would be rescheduled 
on commercial rates,” said one 
senior Western diplomat. “We 
do not want to see die Paris Gub 
turned into a forum for back- 


door aid.” 

Although the disagreement is 
over a raraorinterest rate margin, 
it has become a matter of princi- 
ple for the Egyptian government 
which has allowed a series of 
deadlines for wrapping up the 
complete Paris Gub package to 
slip. 

Problems 

Further delay could cause 
serious problems since Western 
government loans falling due 
from July I are not covered by 
last year's outline agreement and 
Cairo will almost certainly have 
to seek a further rescheduling for 
the next 12 to 18 months. 

“But that will be refused point 
b lank if Cairo has not managed 
to put the Aral package to held,” 
said one diplomat closely 
involved in talks. 

Other diplomats are less pess- 
simistic. 

Australian ambassador Ian 
Hutchens, commenting on 
negotiations over 400 million 
Australian dollars ($290 million 
of debt, told Reuters: 

“We are hopeful agreement 
can be reached in a second round 
of negotiations at the end of 
March.” 


Asian 
economies 
set to grow 
stronger

It said that between 1971 and 
1986, a period with three major 
downturns, Asian economies 
were enjoying annual export 
growth of 1 8 percent in nominal 
terms, compared with the world 
average of 1 3.7 per cent. 

Asian economies will avoid 
any serious lag effect from the US 
recession not only because of 
their history of maintaining 
positive growth, but also because 
they tend to expand theirshareof 
’ World- exports Huring down- 
turns, it said. 

It is important that Asian 
economies are “structurally 
sounder” now than they were 
during the 1982 downturn, it 
said, adding that fundamental 
economic problems such as high 
inflation, government and exter- 
nal payments deficits, and rigid 
foreign investment policies, have 
been resolved over the last three 
to five years. 

Moreover, it said, as the 
appreciation of the Japanese yen 
is forcing manufacturing to 
relocate offshore in southeast 
Asia, Asian economies are ben- 
efitting handsomely. 

Meanwhile, it added, Japan’s 
booming domestic demand has 
created a growing market for 
products and services from other 
Asian countries and regions. 


Bangladesh 
GDP growth 
rate estimated 
at 2 pc 


DHAKA, March 9, (Xinhua): 
The GDP growth rate of Ban- 
gladesh in the current fiscal year 
ending June 30 is estimated to be 
dose to two per cent, according 
to the latest World Bank report 
on Bangladesh economy. 

The growth rate will fall far 
behind the official target of five 
per cent of economic growth this 
fiscal year. 

The World Bank report asses- 
sed that value added in the coun- 
try’s agriculture will decline in 
the current fiscal year somewhat 
compared with that of the last 
fiscal year due to lower produc- 
tion of jute, Lhe country’s major 
cash crop. 

The report estimated the total 
foodgrain production of the 
current fiscal year may reach last 
year’s level of 16.5 million tons, 
noting that the government has 
helped the farmers overcome the 
impact of the Hood by providing 
loans to them and undertaking 
an extensive replanting 
programme. 

The report indicated that the' 
industrial production of the 
country in the current fiscal year 
is likeiy to grow by only one to 
two per cent since the major 
industrial subsectors su A as tex- 
tile, jute, basic metals and food 
processing continue to be affec- 
ted by sluggish demand. 

Regarding the impact of the 
recent political rarest on the 
country’s economy, the report 
said that strikes and work stop- 
pages “do notseem to have affec- 
ted the production of export- 
oriented industries as much as 
feared earlier.” 


Syrian farms lead battle for self-sufficiency 


DAMASCUS. March 9, 
(Reuter): To be a Syrian hous- 
ewife you need to be street-wise 
— to know where and when to 
look for coffee, milk powder, 
toilet paper ora special medicine. 

That was the assessment of a 
Western diplomat, commenting 
on occasional shortages of some 
household items in Damascus. 

Where to shop, and how much 
to pay, are hotly-debated topics 
among ordinary people here. 

Diplomats’ estimates of the 
rate of inflation vary between 40 
and 80 per cent over the past 
year, and they say the real value 
of wages has fallen in the same 
period. 

Agriculture Minister Moham- 
med Ghabbash has a broader 
perspective than the housewife 
or shopkeeper. 

Shortages 

He acknowledged shortages 
but said they were a small price to 
pay in Syria's battle for self-suf- 
ficiency m food. 

“I’m sure the housewife lacks 
for nothing essential,” he told 
Reuters. “The shortages don't 
involve necessities.” 


Agriculture takes second place 
only to defence in the govern- 
ment's order or priorities, he 
said. 

Ghabbash attributed some of 
the problems affecting the econ- 
omy to the need to achieve 
strategic parity with Israel — the 
central theme of President Hafez 
Al Assad's 1 8-year-old rule. 

Diplomats say Syria owes 
Moscow some $14 billion, 
mainly for military equipment 
including modern T-80 tanks, 
MiG-29 fighters and medium- 
range ground-to-ground mis- 
siles. 

They estimate that up to half 
of Syria’s foreign exchange is 
spent on food imports, despite a 
recent clampdown on buying 
goods abroad to save hard 
currency and promote local 
production of essential com- 
modities. 

Asked about the cuts, Ghab- 
bash said his government was 
trying to curtail imports of non- 
essential goods. 

Supplies of fertiliser and farm 
machinery were adequate but 
large amounts of wheat had to be 
bought overseas. 


Rainfall was an important fac- 
tor. When we have good rain, we 
are self-sufficient in wheat,” he 
said. 

Blinding rain squalls sweeping 
Al Gfaouta state dairy farm 
about 12 km (eight miles) east of 
Damascus failed to deter 250 
cows from giving their 3 J. tons of 
milk a day. 

On another model state farm 
nearby, workers were packing 
tomatoes for export to Europe 
and the Gulf. 

“We produce a surplus of fruit 
and vegetables and we export 
cotton,” Ghabbash said. “We 
an self-sufficient in citrus fruit.” 

Productivity 

The minister, who has held 
cabinet position since 1976, gave 
some examples of his govern- 
ment’s progress. 

Irrigated land increased from 
450,000 hectares (1.12 million 
acres) in 1970 to 660.000 (1.63 
milli on acres) in 1987. 

The number of olive trees rose 
from 15 million in 1963 — when 
the Baath Party seized power — 
to 35 million last year, and an 
additional four or five million 


would be planted in 1 988. 

Productivity had also 
improved, he said. 

In 1963, an average 1,038 kg 
(2,288 lbs) of cotton were 
produced from each hectare (2.5 
acres) under cultivation. 

This rose to 2.727 kg (6,000 
lbs) in 1987. 

Syria produced 1.5 billion eggs 
last year, up from 274 mflli onm 
1 970 and 259 million m 1963. 

Of the land available for farm- 
ing, 98 per cent was privately 
cultivated and only two per cent 
state-owned. 

Ghabbash said his ministry 
helped fanners in both public 
and private sectors with advice, 
training and soft loans. 

To encourage Syrians to move 
back to the land from the cities, 
the government had raised the 
producer's price of wheat, 
barley, cotton and sugar beeL 

Diplomats say rural life has 
improved dramatically in recent 
years, with completion of village 
electrification and provision of 
primary education. 

“We have made great strides 
but there is still a lot to do,” 
Ghabbash said. 



talks on slumping oil market 


LONDON, March 9, (Reuter): 
Officials of several oil-producing 
nations outside the Opec organ- 
isation met in London today to 
discuss the sagging price of oil, a 
Mexican official said. 

They met as more oil traders 
speculated that efforts by the 1 3- 
member Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(Opec) to prop up the price of oil 
could be crumbling. 

Opec's special pricing commit- 
tee is considering calling a meet- 
ing of its own. 

Technical 

Energy Minister Subroto of 
Opec member Indonesia warned 
in Jakarta today that the organ- 
isation would either have to cut 
production or let prices fall on 
glutted oil world markets. 

Today’s talks in London were 
called by Egyptian Oil Minister 
Abdel Hadi KandeeL who said 
yesterday the purpose was to 
“find a way to boost the oil 
market .... and so stop the market 
sliding.” 

Mario Lopez Espinosa, finan- 
cial counsellor to the Mexican 


embassy in London, saidoffirials 
from China, Malaysia. Angola, 
Oman, Egypt, Colombia and 
Mexico were attending what he 
called a private technical meeting 
at the embassy. He had no infor- 
mation on whether officials from 
the Soviet Union, the world’s 
biggest oil producer, attended. 

N orway declined an invitation 
to attend and Britain, the other 
major north sea producer, was 
not invited. 

Oil prices have dropped by 
about $1 .70 a barrel over the past 
two weeks, with Brent crude oil 
from the North Sea now selling 
for around $ 14 a barrel. 

Dealers said a glut of oil and 
discounts offered by Opec mem- 
bers were depressing prices. 

In Tokyo, speculation moun- 
ted on whether Saudi Arabia, the 
world’s biggest oil exporter, 
would kick away one of remain- 
ing props to the fragile market 
and start offering price cuts to 
Japanese customers. 

Meanwhile, Opec's five price 
committee members are curren- 
tly discussing whether to meet to 


take action to reverse the slide. 

The committee is composed of 
Indonesia, Saudi Arabia, 
Algeria, Nigeria and Venezuela, 
and isem powered to call an emer- 
gency Opec meeting. 

In Jakarta, Subroto said Opec 
would either have to cut output 
or abandon its $18 a barrel 
reference price. It should have a 
clear idea of what it wants to do 
before convening the price com- 
mittee, he added. 

“Indonesia has agreed that 
such a meeting be held, but first 
there should be preliminary talks 
among the ministers.” he said. 

Nigeria, however, was reluc- 
tant to call a meeting, a senior 
energy ministry official said in 
Lagos. 

“Our attitude is that the 
market should be observed for 
some time. We should not allow 
ourselves to be stampeded into a 
meeting because that will be a 
sign of weakness," he said. "We 
can cause things to happen by 
meeting, but this will boomerang 
if we are unable to agree on any 
measure." 


Tea export 
earnings up 


COLOMBO, March 9/ (Xin- 
hua): Sri Lanka earned 10.6 
billion rupees ($350 million) 
through the export of 201.1 
million kilogrammes of tea in 
1987, compared with 9.2 billion 
rupees from 207.8 million 
kilogrammes in 1986. 

Egypt once again emerged as 
the largest destination of Sri Lan- 
kan tea exports, accounting for 
47.7 million kilogrammes in 
1987, according to the “perfor- 
mance summary” prepared by 
tea brokers here. That country 
also topped the list for packeted 
tea with an approximate volume 
of 31.6 million kilogrammes. 

Iraq and Iran were the second 
and third largest importers of Sri 
Lankan tea in 1987 with j 9.7 
million and 15.9 million 
kilogrammes respectively.

London's FTSE index of 100 
blue chip shares opened 8.2 
points higher at 1 ,823.2 and was 
virtually unchanged by late mor- 
ning. 

Worried 

In Tokyo, the world's biggest 
stock market, the 225-share Nik- 
kei index clawed back most of its 
150-point fall yesterday to dose 
139.66 points ahead on 
25,605.39. 

Investors for the moment 
seemed more worried about the 
direction of international flows 
of money than the 1988 US 
presidential campaign, dealers 
said. 

Some were heartened when 
Missouri congressman Richard 
Gephardt won only his home 
state’s Democratic primary. 
They feared that he, if elected, 
would push protectionist laws to 
cut imports to the United States.

LONDON, March 9, (Reuter): 
Cadmium prices jumped again 
today as buyers scrambled to 
snap up a metal that, because of a 
boom in rechargeable nickel- 
cadmium batteries, suddenly 
seems to have become scarce, 
traders said. 

Cadmium, a toxic metal also 
used in pigments and metal 
processing, soared to record 
prices of more than $9 a pound. 
Its previous record was $8.20, hit 
on Monday when prices jumped 
by $1 in just a few hours. 

A year ago cadmium traded at 
less than $1 a pound as compan- 
ies, underpressure from environ- 
mentalists worried about the 
metaTs high toxicity, cut back its 
use in plating metal and making 
pigments. But since then nickel/ 
cadmium battery sales have 


taken off.

Stevenson, who rejected $1 
million to turn professional and 
fight Muhammad Ali, had gone 
into semi-retirement since his last 
competitive fight in May 1986 
when he captured his third world 
title in Reno, Nevada.

Cuba’s official National News 
Agency (AIN) said Stevenson 
would symbolically bang up his 
gloves during an international 
tournament in his hometown of 
Las T unas, in eastern Cuba, from 
June25-July 3. 

Stevenson said in a recent 
interview that the main regret of 
a career spanning two decades, 
during which he fought more 
than 250 bouts and was beaten 
fewer than 20 times, was not hav- 
ing fought Ali. 

He has recently been in the 
news for his involvement in a 
traffic accident last year, in 
which a motorcyclist was killed. 
He was acquitted at the sub- 
sequent trial and now works as a 
coach in eastern Granma 
province.

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New Zealand 
agrees to 
multi-nation 
America’s Cup 

SYDNEY, March 9, (Reuter): 
New Zealand’s America's Cup 
yachtingchalfenge syndicate said 
today it agreed to participate in a 
multi-nation elimination series 
starling in San Diego on 
February 1. 1989. 

Syndicate chairman Michael 
Fay said in a statement released 
here the America's Cup match 
would then start on Mav 1, 1989, 
also in San Diego, California. 

“All yachts corn peting, includ- 
ing the defending yacht from the 
San Diego Yachi Club, would be 
single-masted, monohulls, not 
more than 90 fool on the load 
waterline," Fay said. 

Follows 

Fay's move to break the legal 
logjam surrounding the world's 
most important yachting trophy 
follows the San Diego Yacht 
Club's last-minute decision in 
late February to accept other 
challengers to race off California 
this September. 

San Diego issued lhe invita- 
tion in the New York Supreme 
Court, where it was facing char- 
ges from British millionaire 
yachtsman Peter deSa vary that it 
had violated the Cup's deed of 
gift by stopping countries other 
than New Zealand from challen- 
ging for the Cup. 

Fay initially called the offer 
too little, too late as no other 
syndicate would have had time to 
build a contender. 

The millionaire merchant ban- 
ker also criticised San Diego's 
decision to race in a multihull, 
thought to be faster than a mono- 
hull, off San Pedro Bay.

“We had 
a special plea from Australian 
Prime Minister Bob Hawke and 
as it’s riie country's Bicentenary, 
we have decided to overturn our 
decision.” 

The tour marks the first by an 
Aborigine team since 1 868 when
